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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-11 are pending and have been examined. 
Claims 12-23 are withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

The claims are subject to a restriction as previously indicated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non- statutory subject matter. Independent claim 1 
recites "a method for developing an application" with all but the last limitation 
("launching the application") representing an abstract idea. However, it is 
unclear how "launching the application" relates to "developing an application" 
and is therefore considered an unrelated extraneous step to the overall method 
claim. The remaining limitations represent a judicial exception to a statutory 
category of invention (abstract idea) and are therefore non- statutory, unless 
they result in a practical application of the exception. The claim does not 
produce a useful, concrete and tangible result and is therefore not a practical 
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application. Specifically, the claim does not produce a tangible result to the 
"method for developing an application". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of35U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to 
a gap between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. 'The omitted elements are: 
a clear relationship of the claim 1 limitation beginning, "providing a 
navigational framework", with the other limitations of the claim. Possible 
correction may include a phrase like, "of/ to/ for the application". 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to 
a gap between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: 
a clear relationship as to how a series of "providing" steps carry forth the act of 
"developing an application". Claim seems to simply be a recitation of elements 
found in an application, not a description of "developing an application". 
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Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to 
a gap between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: 
a clear relationship as to how "launching the application" is related to 
"developing an application". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bowman-Amuah in view of Sprigg et al. (U.S. Patent Application 
Publication 2003/0051169 Al). 

Claim 1 

The limitations of the claims are disclosed as previously indicated. Additional 
limitations are met as follows: 



Bowman-Amuah did not explicitly state providing a default set of permissions 
for the application, and if the application requires permissions beyond the default 
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set of permissions, requiring installation of the application. Sprigg 
demonstrated that it was known at the time of invention to establish a default 
set of permissions for an application (paragraph 0025, first half) and installing 
said application (paragraph 0025, first half) both for the default permissions 
and any additional privilege levels (paragraph 0025, second half). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to 
implement the application development of Bowman-Amuah with application 
specific permissions as found in Sprigg's teaching. This implementation would 
have been obvious because one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated 
to increase the flexibility of security management (paragraph 0024). 
Additionally, launching the application is at least disclosed by paragraph 0025, 
"executed". 

Claims 2-6 and 1 0 

The limitations of the claims are disclosed as previously indicated. 
Claims 7-9 and 1 1 

In accordance with MPEP 2144.03 section C, previously cited Official Notice is 
now cited as Applicant Admitted Prior Art as Applicant has not traversed the 
Official Notice. The rejections are otherwise the same as previously indicated.
